blefled a Power ; but this Peace-making Preyogative has 
given to all good Men as great Joy, as it has co the 
Craft/man Mortification; and they would, by no 
Means, have it taken from bis Majefly, becaufe they 

‘are apprehenfive, if cbr Sovereign had been incapaci- 
tated trom making Peace, till the Craft/man had given 
his Confent, we ihould now have been in the Midft of 
a bloody and confuming War, which perhaps no Man 
alive would have feen the End of.
